'10, Gives Suggestion 



BRILLIANT CAREER 



McGill Graduate is on a Spe- 
cial Mission to Washing- 
ton 



"The establishment of scholarships 
such a.- the Rhodes on reciprocal 
terms between Great Britain and Can- 
ada would not only bind their ties of 
kinship closer together, but would 
show the position of the Candaiau uni- 
versities, and what they have to offer 
to BrHii'h students," declared Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel Sir Maurice Alexander. 
K.B.E., C.M.G., B.A., B.C.L.. '10, 
one of the most distinguished gradu- 
ates of McGill, in an interview to the 
"Daily." 

Sir Maurice is spending a few days 
in Montreal on his way to Washing- 
ton on a special mission for the Britiili 
Government. He graduated with the 
highest honours in 1910. winning the 
gold medal, and until the war was a 
partner in the well-known law firm of 
Davidson, Wainwright and Alexan- 
der, now. Davidson, Wain wright, Elder 
and Ilaekctt. During his short prac- 
tice here. Sir Maurice Alexander 
made a great reputation by his bril- 
liant work. His career in the war 
one of the most phenomenal of all 
Canadians. Joining up it the out- 
break of hostilities, his rise was rapid, 
and he attained the high position of 
Judge-Advocate-General of the Cana- 
dan forces, with the rank of lieutcn- 
ant-eolonel. He was awarded the 
C.M.G. in 1917, and was subsequent- 
ly knighud by Hill Majesty the Kfng. 
During Viscount Grey's ambassador- 
ship at Washington, Colonel Alexan- 
der was First Secretary of the- British 
Embassy. Siitee then he has been at- 
tached to the Foreign Ofrire, ami i: a 
Counsel to the British Government. 
Sir Maurice was a member of the 
Prime Minister's staff at the recent 
Cannes conference. 

McGill, he said, is undoubtedly re- 
cognized as the foremost Canadian 
university, but many English people 
still persist that it is situated in To- 
ronto, or some other Canadian city. 
The appointment of Sir Arthur Cur- 
lic as principal was viewed with the 
utmost satisfaction in Great Britain, 
where hi;' great administrât ve ablity 
is well known and appreciated. Sir

Elsewhere in this issue reference is made to -the Convention 
or delegates from many college comic magazines held at Toronto 
over the week-end on the invitation of the Toronto Goblin. This 
Convention was primarily called for the purpose of forming an as- 
sociation to further the mutual interests of college comics, on this 
continent. 

At present the Goblin is the only publication of its kind among 
all the universities and colleges of this Dominion, and. with the ex- 
ception of a courtesy-representative from McGill, the Toronto Gob- 
lin was, of course, the only Canadian university to be represented. 
Again and again during the course of the Convention representa- 
tives expressed surprise that the students of a university so well 
known as McGill had as yet taken no steps in this direction. 

This is by no means the first time that the question has been 
mooted. Professor Leacock, one of the foster-fathers of the Goblin, 
has always held that the list of undergraduate publications at this 
University will be incomplete as long as McGill is without an 
avowedly comic magazine. 

Naturally the first problem to be encountered would be that 
of advertising. Of recent years all McGill publications, such as 
the "Daily," and the Annual have found it far from easy to find 
any abundance of financial backing from the city. The situation 
may well be, and is different in other collegiate centres, but the fact 
remains that the advertising will have to change very considerably 
if any body of undergraduates at McGill arc to operate any kind 
of comic magazine withput danger of jeopardizing not only the 
ftew-born venture, but also any other publications that may al- 
ready be in operation at McGill. 

For the present it would seem as if our mirrhsomc friend, the 
Goblin of Toronto, will be constrained to uphold the honour of 
undergraduate. -humour for all Canada. It might well be in wot-se 
hands.

heart, and 'h njoys treading her be- 
loved grounds, and meeting many of 
his old classmates once more. 

Speaking of immigration, one of the 
most vital issues.' of the day in Can- 
ada, Colonel Alexander said that he 
sincerely hoped that a larger number 
of good Britisli emigrants would conic 
to the Dominion. "Canada is still s 
young country, and is in great need oi 
good British im migra iMs. Too many 
restrictions and too keen a selection of 
immigrants have diverted many to 
Australia, whose immigration prob 
lerhs arc centralised in Australia 
House, London. They will not only 
populate, develop and increase the 
production of the Dominion, but' will 
serve to reduce taxation. 

The average British farming immi 
grant contributes $500 in support of 
Canadian railways. That alone is sig 
nificant. Sir Maurice affirmed that 
the Canadian railways, especially the 
Canadian Pacific, were doing as much 
as possible lo encourage British ctrii 
grants to Canada, and he expressed 
the hope that with the appointment of 
the Hon. Peter 'C. Larkin jtv High 
Commissioner, more would be done 
by the Canadian office in London. 

Touching on the British political 
situation, Colonel Alexander stated 
that it could be safely said that a Gen 
oral Election was approaching, and 
would either take place in the early 
summer or next fall. "Mr. Lloyd 
George is determined to carry through 
the Genoa Conference, which wilt be 
of lasting benefit to the whole world. 
After the conference is over, he may 
resign for a time, but in that event 
would likely form a National party, 
and return to power later on stronger 
than ever. Either Mr. Bonar Law or 
Viscount Birkenhead would form a 
ministry if Mr. Lloyd George re- 
signs." 

In regard to the turbulent Irish sit- 
uation. Sir Maurice said that with 
self-government at last achieved it was 
up to the Trish to settle their own 
difficulties, and that they would be 
left unhindered by the British Gov- 
ernment. Tire Indian situation, be de^ 
elared, although serious, is improving, 
and Mr. Montagu's resignation did lit- 
tle to weaken the power of the Coali., 
lion ministry.

No doubt that those who have iden- 
tified themselves with the activities of 
the newly-formed Physiological So- 
ciety during the session will admit 
that the wealth of interest and infor- 
mation obtained from the meetings 
has proved the launching of the So- 
ciety exceedingly worth while. As 
always obtains in connection wtih a 
new venture, there have been many 
difficulties to face, but these have ap- 
parently been only inspiratory to the 
keen men on the executive — judg- 
ing by the results achieved. 

Building on the experience of this 
year, and considering the fact that 
the new Library in the now almost 
completed Biological Building, togc- 
thcrc with a full-time librarian, will be 
at the disposal of members next ses- 
sion, it is by no means daring to 
augur a most prosperous lime for the 
Society during the coming year. 

There yet remain two more meet- 
ings, however, to be held this term. 
On Wednesday evening of this week 
;it 8.15 o'clock (note particularly the 
new date and time) Dr. J. C. Armour 
and C. J. Tidmarsh arc to give the 
results of their recent research work 
in the Department of Physiology. 

Dr. Armour, who is to speak on 
"Some Functions of the Omentum," 
will introduce the early views of Aris- 
totle and other?.- on this particular 
structure of the animal organism, 
and also elucidate in his inimitable 
manner points regarding various 
structural and pathological evidences 
which indicate the nature of the 
omental function. The results of Dr. 
Armour's own -work on the eventual 
disposition oi foreign bodies in the 
abdomen will undoubtedly evoke the 
keenest interest. 

Tidmarsh will speak on "Experi- 
ments on the Contraction of White 
Connective Tissue Fibres." A brief 
historical sketch, including the work 
of various investigators on connective 
tissue contraction under the influence 
of heat and of certain chemical re- 
agents, will be followed by an account 
of the speaker's own experimental 
findings. Lantern views will he used 
to illustrât some of the more inter- 
esting points. 

Important matters regarding the 
Constitution of the Society and the 
election of officers are also to be dealt 
with at Wednesday's meeting, and, in 
view of this and the mental feast in 
store, it is unnecessary to urge a full 
attendance of members. To physiolo- 
gists of the gentler persuasion it may 
also be intimated that no objection 
in the by-laws or elsewhere debars 
their attendance at meetings. 

Members who have library books 
overdue arc kindly requested to re- 
turn them at Wednesday's meeting/or 
as soon thereafter as possible. The 
Library is open on Mondays and Fri- 
days from 1 to J p.m.

The meeting was well attended, and 
the efforts- of the speakers were very 
well received. Otto Klineberg, M.A., 
Med. '24, President of the Circle, oc- 
cupied the chair, and welcomed the 
visiting debaters as the first Ameri- 
can Menorah team to meet the local 
society. He expressed the hope that 
a return meeting would be arranged 
in the near future. 

Previous to the commencement of 
the debate a delightful piano solo was 
rendered by Miss' A. Yclliu. 

G. Franklin, the first speaker for 
the Maccabacan Circle, argued that 
with the establishment of a Jewish 
state in Palestine, the Jew in the 
Diaspora will no longer be required 
to fight against assimilation in order 
to perpetuate Jcwisit nationalism and 
culture. He maintained that great 
contributions to civilization were made 
by nations, not individuals, and em- 
phasized the fact that the individual 
derives his inspiration from the na- 
tion. It would thus be in the best in- 
terests of civilizaton for the Jews to 
become fully assimilated. 

Mr. B. Sperling, for the negative 
side, based his convictions on the fact 
that eleven million Jews throughout 
the world will be of more help to the 
one million Jews in Palestine than - to 
the fifteen hundred million other 
people. He declared emphatically 
that to perpetuate Jewish culture as- 
similation in its' fullest sense must be 
avoided. 

Citing Greek and Roman culture as 
examples, he argued that highest con- 
tributions had been made K by "nations 
that were not confined to their own 
boundaries. 

S. Mirsky, Med. '24, for the affirma- 
tive, declared that total assimilation 
would wipe out the distinction be- 
tween Jew and non-Jew, wipe out 
anti-Semitism and give the Jew a free 
hand to make his.' contributions un- 
hampered. 

Mr. Starr, for the Harvard team, 
again referred to the Greeks and Ro- 
mans, pointing out that the scholars 
of these two great nations had failed 
to solidly perpetuate their respective 
civilizations; so that to-day, we study 
Greek as: a dead language, and Greek 
civilization as a lost civilization. We 
do not want Hebrew to become defin- 
itely a dead language, or Jewish cul- 
ture a subject for archaeologists. 

Dr. Lcvinc, in giving the decision 
to -the Harvard Menorah, compli- 
mented the speakers on their excel- 
lent presentation of the subject.'
